In  Mill  Lane  The  O^eenfo  *-d  Pa^k  Estate  has  been 
develop ->d  and  calculating  the  population  in  the  usual  way  for 
a  growing  Suburb  by  rani-  iplying  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
by  the  average  nvenbe^  of  persons  per  ho  us  >  as  found  at  the  last 
census  1  estimate  the  present  pop’ilation  of  the  entire  dist  -let 
at  about  109 2* 

The  birth  rate  is  therefore  21. d  and  the  death  rate 
is  10.07  per  1000  persons  living-  these  rates  comparing  favour¬ 
ably  -with  those  for  1903  which  were  30.0  in  the  first  and  10.0 
in  the  latter-  (very  little  difference  In  both  cases)  shewing 
that  the  usual  standard  of  health  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  1904.
